The dreaded hoof and mouth disease 
has made its appearance 
in 
Adams 
County. 
* 
Dr. G. M. Graybill, a State inspect­ 
or, announced last night that he had 
found two herds in the vicinity of 
New Oxford, which had the 
disease 
and were condemned. He is of the 
opinion that the disease will be found 
I in other herds in this county, but has 
no idea of the extent to which it pre- 
1 vails here. He was assisted in Adams 
county by Dr. F. FL Shue, of Hanover, 
I the only veterinarian of York county 
i who is now working directly under 
the state and federal inspectors. 
One of the farms on which the di­ 
sease is 
reported 
found 
is 
that 
| of George Cromer, between New Ox­ 
ford and Gettysburg, about a 
mile 
from the former place. The other is 
I the Fleming farm, about a mile and a 
naif from New Oxford, en the 
road 
to Abbottstown. This farm is tenanted 
by Theophilus Bievenour. 
There are nineteen head of cattle on 
the Cromer place, thirteen of 
which 
belonged to Mr. 
Cromer while 
the 
other six he was feeding for Charles 
j Diehl. The 
farm 
occupied 
by 
Mr. 
Bievenour is a rather small one and 
j his herd of cattle is not extensive. 
Two additional herds of cattle suf­ 
fering from hoof and 
mouth disease 
were discovered Tuesday in this 
sec­ 
tion, both not far from Abbottstown, 
but on the York County side of the 
line. The names of the owners and the 
number of head in the herds were not 
announced Both herds were condemn­ 
ed and will be killed. 
The work in Adams county to-day 
is being directed by Dr. G. M. Gray­ 
bill. He is assisted by 
Dr. 
F. 
V. 
Ainsworth and 
Dr. R. A. Mittenling. 
Dr. 
Ainsworth, 
who 
was 
recently 
transferred from the state to the fed-' 
eral service, received his commission 
Tuesday. All 
the cattle of Jonas 
Berkheimer, near Admire, are 
under 
quarantine. With the cattle are 
six 
steers, from which the disease is be­ 
lieved to have originated. 
No herds were killed Tuesday 
on 
account of the farmers, whose cattle 
were condemned, not having been able 
to obtain help for the digging of the 
ditches. The inspectors 
were 
active 
going to places where it was indicated 
that the disease would most likely be 
found. They were governed 
in 
thi3 
by the direction in which cattle 
re­ 
ceived from Lancaster had been sent. 
Many farms have been found by the 
inspectors, during the past few days, 
where there was no indication of hoof 
and mouth trouble in the herds. 
There will be no permits granted for 
the moving of cattle at the

AII the regu­ 
lations have been applied to the quar­ 
antines placed on 
Adams county 
farms. 
Where the quarantine is placed on 
% herd the owners or handlers 
are 
not allowed to come in contact, except 
for necessary feeding. The appraise­ 
ment of the herds condemned has not 
yet been made. 
In a talk on the disease Dr. Gray­ 
bill stated that there is no 
formula 
for treating it, even 
for prevention, 
and that the only remedy was killing. 
The idea that cold weather might as­ 
sist in the cure of the disease or 
in 
preventing its spread, he said, wfas er­ 
roneous. Contrary to 
many 
reports 
the inspectors employed on the work 
are paid salaries and their compensa­ 
tion does not depend on 
the number 
of herds examined or condemned. 
That the farmers generally are awake 
to the necessity of eradicating the di­ 
sease in the manner in which it is be­ 
ing done is shown by the numerous 
applications made at the headquarters 
of the inspectors to have their herds 
examined.

Joseph Berrier, chief game protec­ 
tor for the State 
Game Commission, 
says that there are more than 10,000 
deer hunters in the woods of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and there will be half as many 
more before the week is over. 
The State Forestry Commission has 
granted camping permits to 
several 
hundred parties desiring to establish 
hunting lodges on State forestry re­ 
servations during the deer hunting 
season, and they will all be occupied 
within the next few* days. 
Mr. Berrier is 
apprehensive 
that 
with so many hunting parties in the 
woods there will be a great many ac­ 
cidents through 
carelessness. 
The 
Commission gets no official reports of 
accidents or the number of deer killed 
or the amount of other game killed, 
but Mr. Berrier has been keeping ac­ 
count of accidents 
reported 
in 
the 
newspapers and already has a list of 
twenty that have 
occurred since the 
rabbit and pheasant season opened. 
The Monterey Club, 
which

to 
have brought down three bucks. 
The Arendtsville Club got two. F'ran- 
cis Cole shot a 203 pound, six prong, 
buck in the morning, and Carman 
Crum a three prong buck in the a f­ 
ternoon.

Philadelphia, Nov. 11.—W ith a defi­ 
ciency of 5.76 inches in the rainfall 
in the eastern part of the state, Penn­ 
sylvania is now facing the most seri­ 
o u s 'drought in nineteen years. 
During the last three m onths many 
small stream s have practically dried 
up, and the wind Is now blowing dust 
from the heils of the se. 
From Janu ary to July of this year 
the rainfall was normal. The actual 
drought began in the latter part of 
August. During that month trere was 
a deficiency of 2.50 
Inches. 
Flare 
Aug. 21 there have been only three 
rainfalls of consequence; one on that 
date; 
another 
Sept. 24, when .69 
inches Bdl, and one Oc t. 16, when the 
precipitation was 1.33 inches. 
So far as known, the Susquehanna 
river has never had ao much bottom 
exposed as at present. Directly oppo­ 
site Port Deposit, Md., rocks unknown 
and uncharted have made their first 
appearam #» N orth of that town prac­ 
tically the whole bottom of the river 
is bare. 
The Elk river, at Elkton, Md., Is at 
present only fifteen yards wide.

Besides rn Brass Band Each Regiment 
Has a String and Wood Orchestra 
and a Drum Corps—Even Post* With 
Only a Battalion Have Full Bands. 


One feature of the Russian army 
which from time to time has been 
brought to tile attention of the world 
outside of Russia, chiefly by publica­ 
tions concerning themselves with mat­ 
ters appertaining to music, is the un­ 
usual size aud number of bands in the 
military forces of tile czar. 
The Rus­ 
sian soldier has more martini music 
than any other soldier In the world. 
There is no regiment iii the Russian 
service without its own baud, and at 
posts where not a regiment but only a 
battalion is quartered that battalion 
has its band. 
And these Russian mili­ 
tary bands are big and impressive mu­ 
sical organizations. 
Within each is a 
liras* band and au orchestra of stilus, 
and wood Instruments with, of coarse, 
the necessary touch of brass and slieqp 
skiu. 
'ihe result is that, while theae 
military bauds play primarily military 
music, they nlso adapt themselves to 
the performance of such music as the 
American hears at a symphony concert. 
The regimental baud iii the United 
State* 
army 
consists of 
thirty-six 
pieces, aud bunds on flagships of the 
navy are smaller. 
Tho average Rus­ 
sian army bund, or orchestra, has from 
forty to Oft}' musicians, and the or 
chestrns of certain guard regiments 
contain sixty. 
There are more thau 
1,000 Russian regiments, and there are 
in the army about Mumm lutudamcu. 
Then in the naval and military schools 
aud in the navy there are bauds, aud 
if to 1114*80 are added the twenty to 
forty musical pupils of a regimental 
orchestral school and the musical com 
panics of battleship* and various ca­ 
det school si the number of military mu 
sicians in the armed service of Russia 
mount* to the surprising total of ap­ 
proximately 100,000 men, a u t in ber 
greater than the whole enlisted and 
commissioned personnel in the Ameri­ 
can army. 
Russia takes a commendable pride 
in its military banda, and the uiusl- 
clans are all competent. 
The bands 
men are trained in the regimental band 
schools or in one of the numerous mu­ 
sical conservatories maintained by the 
government, and each nautical com­ 
pany has a conductor and his assist 
ant. bot ii being graduates of one et 
the national conservatories (if music. 
The Russian designation of these 
military and naval bands is uius.vkal- 
nayu kauimunda, and they constitute 
an important factor in the life of the 
civil population, the government using 
them for the entertainment of the pub­ 
lic as well as for the musical educa­ 
tion of the masse* very much as tile 
United States uses its military baud* 
at Washington—that is. in providing 
free concerts for the people. Open air 
concerts are com mon in the parks of 
the larger towns and auntlier cities 
hrougiiout Russia during the summer. 
m d in winter free recitals are given iu 
the barracks aud public halls, 
on 
Sundays, fete days and national holi­ 
days band concerts aud orchestral per­ 
formances are usual in the well set­ 
tled regions of vast Russia. 
The Russian military band i* con­ 
siderably more than an army institu­ 
tion. 
The cost 
of 
maintaining s i 
many Land* is considerable even for 
so rich a country a* Russia, but the 
government considers them a* a prof 
Pablo investment. 
Tile Russian sol­ 
dier has come to r e t i r e music and lie 
demands it. and these bands entertain 
the masses and tile classes. 
These 
bands cater to the highest musical 
nato. and the average Russian in the 
’Itie* knows when music is good and 
tie will have no other. The band* play 
the new and |>optitur music by eoiu- 
I Kiser* like I va noff, but on all tile bund 
programs you will see such names a* 
Liszt. Schumann. Chopin. Tschaikow- 
sky. Glinka. Strauss and Debussy. 
The army hand spreads its musical 
influence over Russia in another way. 
After passing through the regimental 
land school the bandsman serves thive 
year*. Then he {inssea out of the army. 
usually returning to Iii* native village. 
I’he custom is for lilttt to carry back 
into civil life with him the Instrument 
ho played in the government band. Ill* 
musical training aud accomplishment 
make of him in his home town a more 
prominent aud important man than he 
otherwise would lie, 
Ile often take* 
iif» the teaching of music and almost 
Invariably keeps up the practice of his 
art. 
Very likely he organizes a vil­ 
lage band or orchestra, and into this 
come amateur musicians and other 
military hands men whose army serv­ 
ice Ii as expired. A bout 15.900 Russian 
it Piny musicians annually 
leave the 
army and return home to their fami­ 
lies.- Washington star.
